News of the death of J. S. Wind- 
ham, 75, a life-time resident of Cof- 
fee County, came as a shock to the 


entire community last Thursday, 
when reports to that effect came from 
Memorial hospital in Montgomery 


that night. 

Mr. Windham was born and reared 
in Coffee county, several miles south 
of Elba, about two miles south of 
the place at which he maintained his 
residence at the time of his death. 
He lived in Elba for a short time, but 
for many years he lived on his plan- 
tation on the Elba-Samson road, 
about six miles south of town. He 
had long been prominent in county 
affairs and was greatly interested in 
county schools, diways taking t<reat 
interest in any public enterprise. 

The funeral was held at his home 
at one o'clock Saturday afternoon, 
and burial services were held at Ev- 
ergreen cemetery, Elba, at 2 o’clock 
the same afternoon. The deceased 
was a member of the local Masonic 
lodge, which had charge of the fu- 
neral services. Mr. Windham was 
treasurer of the lodge here for many 
years, and held that office at the 
time of his death. 

He was a member of the Metho- 
dist church. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Lucy Windham; one son, W.M. Wind- 
ham, Elba; five daughters, Mrs. W. 
G. Stephens, Elba; Mrs. A. W. 
Young, Elba; Mrs. Jack Chambliss, 
Montgomery; Miss Emma Windham, 
Elba, and Miss Mae Windham; three 
brothers, T, P. Windham, Enterprise;

HEADS THURSDAY 


BEAT SUPERVISORS OF COFFEE 
COUNTY MET IN GET-TO- 
GETHER MEETING; 1929 
PLANS DISCUSSED 


All the beat supervisors of roads 
met at a huge barbecue given last 
Thursday to discuss road maintenance 
and construction for the coming year. 
The barbecue was given in order to 
new system that has re- 
cently been adopted by the court of 
county commissioners. All commis- 
sioners attended Mace 
Kyser, and all beat supervisors were 
present except J. D. Taylor and Wal- 
lace Paul of the Northwest district; 
W. T. Plant, Jean Dismuke and Mace 
Kyser of the Northeast district. 

The selection of J. B. Gillis as road 
supervisor for the county is 
tioned in another article on this page, 
but herewith we are publishing the 
list of beat supervisors selected, the 
new plan in detail, as well as reports 
from the barbecue last week, as out- 
lined by Judge J. A. Carnley:

“The court of county commission 
ers have made some changes in the 
system for road maintenance during 
the yearof 1929. Instead of having 
beat apportioners and beat overseer: 
there will be one responsible beat su 
pervisor for each beat. The follow 
ing is the list selected by the court:

Johnson; beat 8, W. G. Bryan; beat

These road supervisors will have 
immediate supervision of the road 
work with hands liable to work ter 
days in the year and with per capits 
road tax. They will make a com: 
plete list of all hands liable to road 
duty, and these lists will be filed with 
the Probate Judge by Jan. 16, 1929 
On that date names of those paying 
road tax of $5.00 for the year wil) 
be checked off. The county commis 
sioners will assist the beat supervi- 
sors in making the apportionment of 
hands not paying to the roads in th« 
several beats and will also apportion 
the money paid in §0 that each roa 
in the beat will be properly cared fo? 
and maintained with the labor ano 
money paid in. These :pportion 
ments will be filed with the Probate 
Judge and the Court of County Com- 
missioners will check over and ap- 
prove or revise the same. Thase re 
ports will be on file with the Court 
and will be open to inspection by all 
persons interested. Each road this 
year will and must receive its share 
of the labor and money. No road 
will be neglected. 

“Bach supervisor will be held re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of 
each rond in his beat, and the mone} 
apportioned must be used on the Fon 
to which apportioned. 

“Commissioner J. C. Donaldson had 
charge of the barbecue, and two pigs 
were prepared and served. There 
were in attendance Supt. of Roads 
J. B. Gillis, and he gave a very in- 
structive talk. Mr. Gillis is a man 
who has had much experience ih road 
construction, and Coffee county is 
most fortunate in securing his ser- 
vices this year as road superinten- 
dent. He will be incharge of the 
mule crew and tractor crews and will 
give general supervision to all road 
and bridge work in the county. We 
expect Coffee county to go forward 
this year in a great way. 

“Talks were made at the barbecuc 
by many of the road supervisors and 
much interest and enthusiasm was 
manifested. Judge Carnley.explained 
in detail the new system proposed by 
the Court of County Commissioners 
This system of work will safeguard 
the expenditure of the per capita road 
tax for each beat. Every beat, of 
course, will receive what is paid in 
and every road in the beat will get 
the part coming or apportioned to it. 
The Court of County Commissioners 
will give general supervision. 

“The matter of road tools was dis- 
cussed, and it was agreed that all 
road tools now in the hands of per- 
sons in any beat turn over the same 
at once to the beat supervisor. If 
any person has a scoop, slip scrape, 
mattock or pick, it is his duty to turn 
the same over to the beat supervisor, 
and in case he fails to do it, will be 
held and considered an attempt to

RAILROADS PLAN 
TO TAKE CHARGE 
OF EXPRESS LINE 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 3.— 
Arrangements have been made by the 
railroads over which the American 
Railway Express company operates 
to take over the business of the ex- 
press c¥mpany at the expiration of 
present contracts at the end of next 
March, according to advices received 
by the Alabama Public Service com- 
mission. 

Practically all the railways of the 
southeasterne states, with the excep- 
tion of the Southern, over which the 


Southeastern Railway Express com- 
pany operates, will be affected. A 


petition asking authority to issue and 
sell $85,000,000 of stock and bonds to 
finance the undertaking has -been 
filed with the Interstate Commerce 
commission by the railroads.

Gov. Graves Grants Pardons 
To Two Coffee Countians 


Gov. Bibb Graves has granted par- 
dons with the restoration of all rights 
to the following, who had previously 
been paroled, and who have since 
made splendid records: Eugene Wat- 
son, Lee county, June 16, 1928, man- 
slaughter first degree, five years; 
Dave Cullifer, Coffee county, June

“Tt was decided at the barbecue to 
work all hands who do not pay the 
road tax ten days and begin first to 
do this. Any person liable to do 
road duty is ple wed, until January 
15th to pay $5.00 resd tax, after 
January 15, and Bye February 1st, 
$7.50, and atfer such date, $10.00. 
Those not paying by January 15th, 
will be warned as speedily as possi- 
ble to work the roads. Hands may 
be apportioned to any road in the 
beat, not over 6 miles from their res- 
idence. Ten. hours a day is the 
length of time to work. A person li- 
able to road duty may pay $1.00 a 
day for any day not worked before 
the day he is warned to work. Per- 
sons who are legally warned to work 
the road and who fail to work will 
be defaulters and will be prosecuted 
according to the law. 

“Under the new system the Court 
of County Commissioners hope to 
have more work done this year on all 
public roads in the county.”

The members of the school board, 
local physicians, and the county 
health officer, Dr. R. A. Berry, met 
Tuesday to discuss the influenza sit- 
uation in Elba, and it was decided at 
the meeting that it was not necessary 
to close the city schools. 

Tuesday morning eighty per cent 
of the pupils of the Elba school were 
present. 

Dr. Berry urges all parents to con- 
tinue sending their children to school, 
unless, of course, they are suffering 
with a severe cold or have any symp- 
toms of influenza. Dr. Berry also 
stated that the authorities were tak- 
ing close check on the disease, and 
had it under observation at all times, 
and when it becomes necessary the 
schools will be closed. 

Other physicians in Elba were of 
the opinion that the disease was 
abating, and were of the belief that 
there were fewer cases this week in 
this vicinity than last. 

At a meeting of the county board 
of education Tuesday night all coun- 
ty schools were ordered closed Wed- 
nesday morning for ten days, unless 
the flu situation should moderate. 
The order does not affect the Elba 


schools, and they will continue as 
usual. 
Enterprise schools were closed 


Monday morning, when over forty 
per cent of the pupils were absent.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.— William 
Randolph Hearst, the publisher, who 
yesterday announced a prize of $25,-

RAINY MONTHS FIRES 
ARE MOST NUMEROUS 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 9.— 
That the rainy months of the year 
witness the most extensive forest 
fires is an anomaly pointed out by 


the Alabama commission of forestry. 
In Alabama the wettest months are 
January, February, March, July and 
December. In general the winter 
fires are far more extensive than at 
any other season. The month of Ju- 
ly, while ranking as the second wet- 
test month of the year, in most years 
is not particularly dangerous on ac- 
count of the luxuriant green vegeta- 
tion coupled with fairly well distrib- 
uted rainfall and thus is an exception 
to the rule stated. 

If the precipitation of the winter 
months were evenly distributed, it is 
very probable that the fire damage 
would be greatly lessened, However, 
the rain usually comes in heavy down- 
falls at extended and irregular inter- 
vals. The capacity of frost killed 
vegetation for the absorption of wa- 
ter is comparatively slight. The ef- 
fect of the rainfall is therefore large- 
ly superficial at such times, and a 
light wind will soon evaporate the 
moisture from the forest litter, At 
this time of the year there are nu- 
merous warming fires built by peo- 
ple in the woods and many of these 
escape, causing hurns. 
Landowners desirous of keeping fire 
from their holdings should maintain 
oversight of their lands on 
each dry or windy day throughout 
the winter and early spring. They 
should search for incipient fires in- 
stead of waiting for them to be forced 
upon their attention. If they are 
prepared to attack vigorously such 
fires while they are in their begin- 
ning stage, comparatively little dam- 
age need be sustained,
